Avila  College  has  received  a gift  of  real  estate  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George 
Reintjes.  The  family  home  at  5228  Rockhill  Road  has  been  given  to  Avila  by 
the  Reintjes  and  this  gift,  coming  at  just  the  right  moment,  enabled  Avila’s 
Department  of  Education  and  Psychology  to  create  a new  home  for  the 
Special  Education  Lab  Classes. 

This  lovely  home  of  the  Reintjes  will  now  be  The  Avila  Learning  Center. 

Not  only  has  the  move  to  Rockhill  Road  released  needed  classroom  space 
at  the  Avila  campus  for  college  students,  but  it  has  given  more  freedom  in 
activities  and  programming  for  the  children  in  the  lab  classes.  The  home-like 
atmosphere  has  greatly  benefited  the  children  and  the  individualized 
programming  has  become  more  flexible.  Two  classes,  conducted  daily,  five 
days  a week,  are  under  the  direction  of  Barbara  Myers  and  Sister  Judith 
Schloegl.  In  addition,  there  are  weekly  consultations  by  the  Staff  with  Dr.  A. 
Moskowitz,  noted  Kansas  City  child  psychologist.  Mrs.  Myers  programs  for 
the  mentally  retarded  children  and  Sister  Judith,  with  the  children 
evidencing  learning  disabilities  and  / or  behavior  problems. 

These  Special  Education  classes  provide  a means  for  the  very  young 
child  to  have  the  opportunity  to  achieve,  and  provide  the  Avila  student 
majoring  in  Special  Education  the  advantage  of  observation,  academic 
motivation,  and  practice-teaching  experiences. 

Avila  and  the  Friends  of  Avila  are  deeply  appreciative  of  this  timely  gift  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Reintjes  and  family. 

Margaret,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Reintjes,  graduated  from 
Avila  in  1950  and  Sister  Mary  Angela  Reintjes,  '22,  now  living  in  St.  Louis,  is 
a sister  of  Mr.  Reintjes.  Robert  J.  Reintjes,  a son,  actively  participated  in  the 
Avila  Action-in-Arts  Drive.
